HE Form of.the Town comes ſome- 

what near an Oblong or long Square; + 

and its Situation lengthways, is NW. 

and S. E. or a Diagonal drawn from the 

Church through the Market-houlſe, to the Maga- 
Zine, is near upon a N. and S. Line. 

The Length of the Town chrough the mid- 
dle from Ship-key gate to Biſbops-gate,is about 300 - 
Paces, or 1500 Feet, The Wall on the W. fide 
the Town 320 Paces; the Wall on the E. about

p The Breadth at the N.}. End 1 40; at the 
S; E. End 120; - from Butchers-gate to Ferry-key- 
gate, where the Town is Broadeſt, 180 Paces. 

The Wall is generally 7 or 8 Foor thick ; but 
the out-ſide Wall of Stone,or Battlements above 
' the Terraplene, is not more than two Foot in 
thicknels. . 

The Four: Corners have each of them a Bas 
ſtion ; on the long fide to the Weſt-ward are two 
other Baſtions; and on the ade to the Eaſt-ward, 
one Baſtion, one Dernn#baſtion, and ewo other 
Works which are commonly call d Flat-forms.

There are. Four Gates; Biſhops-gate at the 
S. 'E. End, Ship-key-gate -at the End oppoſite 
to it : Butchers-gate at the N..

In the middle of the Town is a Square, call'd 
the Diamond ; where the Market» Houſe Rands (dus 
xing the Siege, turn'd into a Guard- Houſe. ) 

Near the S. W. end of 'the Town, ſtands the 
Church ; on the top whereof, being a flat Roof, 
were placed two of our Guns, which were of 

reat Uſe in annoying/the Enemy. In'the S. E. 
; ork of the Town;wat theptincipal Magazine. 
within the Town alſo were ſeveral:Wells;&c.and 
before Biſhops-yate was a Raveln.buile by Col. 

Lundy; - and the Ground on. forwards to the 
- Windemilhill, was taken in by the Beſieged to 
the Diſtance of 2 60.Paces from the Town, and 
about the ſame Diſtance a croſs from the Ri: 
ver; and for fear 'this Ground ſhould. be taken 
from the Beſteged. by the Enemy, another Linz

. . Siege of London-Derry, it is convenient, by 
-, way of preliminary, to take notice how that

ſcrength or conſideration, were polleſled by them. It le: 
ſed God ſoto infatuate the Councils of my Lord 7yrcou- 
el, that when the three Thouſand Men were ſent to 
England to alliſt his Maſter-againſt-the Invaſion of the 
Prince. of Orange, he took particular care to ſend away 
the whole Regiment. Quartered un and aboutthis-City ; 
he ſoon ſaw his Error, and endeavoured to repair-it, by 
Commanding my Lord Aztrim to Quarter there with 
his Regiment, conſiſting of a numerous fwarnr of /r:/þ 
and Highlanders ; upon. the 6th. of December, they 
were 0n their March in and abqut New-7own(a Market- - 
Town belonging to Col: George Philips, 12 Miles. di- 
ſtant from Derry) Col. Philips having notice of this,and 
joining with it the apprehenſions they, were under, of 
a general Inſurretion of the 7ri/þ, intended on the 
9th. of December, and conſidering that Derry as well 
as other places was to be preſently polkled by the 1rifh, 
and having ſeveral Informations brought him, and 
ſome taken before him that gave ſome credit to the 
Fear and Jealouſies they were -under, and encreafed 
his ſuſpicion ' of ſome damnable Delign againſt the 
Britiſh of thoſe parts ; He unmediately dupatches a

This evening King Fames retired with his Army to. St. 

's-Town. In-the mean time Mr. Mackcridge the Town- 
Ctark fees it abſohitely neceſfary, to give fome intimation of 
Procetdings at the Council'of War, which (tho' every mans 
concern) care was 'taken not to make too publick, viz. That 
Colonel Cuningham, his Ships, Men, and Proviſion ſhould 
retutn to Exglarnd,' and all Gentlemen and others in Arms 
ſhould quit the Gatriſon, and goe along. with him: this dif 
covery occaſion'd: gyedt wneafine(s and diſorder in the Tewn, 
which had like to have had very ill effets upon the Gover= 
nour:and ſome of his Council; it did alſo add much ro the 
rage and violence of the Garriſon, ' when they heard fome 
wrong. had beeti done 'my* Lord Xingffon and his Party, by 
the 'indire& meaſures of ſome within our Walls; their con- 
cern for hin being 'as great as their-expeQations from him. 

- The Govefnour and his Council finding themſelves of little 
intereſt in the Town, and that they could not be. further fer- 
viceable, &e,"thought'fit to retire, and not to preſsthe matter 
further; *Some' of the Gentlemen -keft us in all this confufion, 
and made their eſcape to the Ships at #:more, tho* not with- 
out fome-hazard ; for the Souldiers were under great diſcon» 
tent,to'find themfel ves-deſerted by thoſe that engaged them in 
the difficulties they were then under,and were not cafily kept 
from expreſling it with violence uporſome Perſons; bur it was 
the care of others to-keep them in temper, and from. thoſe 
outrages, as well as to ſupport them againſt fuchdiſcourage- 
ments. : 

Sir Arthur Royden proteſted aqtett rhe proceeditigs of the 
Council; :and-wFould/not! have left the Fown; but that he was 
dangerouſly fick, and was forc'd from us by the advice ot his 
Phytitian, and his Friends; 

Governour Lau#dy could not ſo eafly make us eſcape; beint 
conceiv'd more obnoxious than :any* of the reft, but found it 
convenient to keep his Chamber ; a Council being appointed, 
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Mr. Walker and Major Baker meeting him there; deſired. him 
to.continue lis. Government; and that her mighe be affur'd 
of all the aſſiflance they could -gjive him ;- but he poſi- 
tively refuſed to: concern himfelf any further. - The'Com- 
miſſion he bore, as well astheir reſpet for his Perſon, made 


it aduty in them to contribute all they could to his ——_—_ 
of fuch 


therefore, finding him-deſirous to eſcape the danger 

a Tumulr, they ſuffered him to diſguiſe hiraſelf, and in afally, 
for-the relief of Culmore, to paſs in a Boat with a load' of 
Match on his back, from whence he got to the Shipping. 

" April 19, "The Garriſon ſeeing they were deſcrted, 
and left without a Governour, and having refaly'd to main- 
tain the Town, and to defend- it -agaiatt the Enemy, they 
_ conſidered of fome Perſon they-could have confidence in, to 
dire them in, the management of this Aﬀair, and unani- 
mouſly reſolv'd to chooſe Mr. Walker, and Majos Baker, to be 
their Governours dureing the Seige ; but thele Gentlemen 
conſidering the importance, as well as the uncertainty of ſuch 
an Office, acquainted, by Letter, Col. Cuvinghaw (whoſe buſi- 
neſs they thought it was to take care of them) with this 
matter, and defired him to undertake the Charge ; but he 
being obliged, by his inſtruCtions, to obey the Orders of Col- 


lonel Landy, thought fit to. take other meaſures. They then 


accepted the Government of the Garriſon. Theſe Gentlemen 
choſe Eight:Collonels, and Regimented the men.in this order :

as above mentioned ; but the Numbes:'of Men, Women and 
Children in the Towny: was about Thirty thouſand; Upon

ſand left-us; after that many more grew weary of. us, and

The fame day our Governaurs view the Stores, and give 
ther neceſſary Orders and direQtions: In the mean time 
they obſerve the motion of. the Enemy; and' that their 
Guns were ſo placed, that they could nor draw out to their 
uſual place of exerciting, thereforethey divide the Outline 
into Eight parts; cach Regiment had: its own:ground; and 
each Company knew their own. Baſtion. The Drummers 
were all enjoyned to quarter in one houfe, ſo that on the 
leak notice. they repair'd. to the reſpeRive poſt of the Com- 


pany they belong'dto ; and upon all Alarms,- without any 


_ parademg, all $and private men came into their ow 


groundand places, withouc the leaſt diſorder or confuſion. 

There were Eighteen Clergy-men in the Town: of the 
Communion of the Church, who intheir turns, when they 
were not in Action, had Prayers and Sermon every day ; 
the Seven Naonconforming. Miniſters were equally careful 
of their peopl-, and kept them very obedient and quiet, 
much different from the behaviour of their Brother Mr. 
Osborn, who was a ſpy upon the whole North, imployed by 
my Lord 7yrionnel, and Mr. Aewſen, who was very trouble- 


' ſome, and would adrit none to fight for the Proteſtant Re- 


ligion till they had firſt taken the Covenant. 
After injoyning all parties to forget their diſtintions, and- 
t0 jpyn as one man, in defence of the intereſt of K. W://:am. - 
and'Q. Mary,and the Proteſtant Religzonz againſt the Enemies 
of bothz we; betake our ſelves,in the firſt place, by'order, ro-

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May 5. This Night the Beliegers draw a Trench croſs the 
Wind-Mill[H41, from the Bog to the River, and there begin a 
Battery ; from that they ende#7our'd to Annoy our Walts,but 
they were too ſtrong for the- Guns they us'd, and our Men 
were-not afraid to adviſe them to'ſaye all char Labour and 
Expence ; that they always kept the Gates open, and rhey 
might uſe that Paſſage if they pleas'd , which was wider than 
any Breach they could make in the Walls. ja od 
May 6.The Beſieged fearing that Battery might ine5mmode. 
that part 'of the Town neareſt to it, c6nſulr how to pur a 
ſtop to their further proceeding in.that work ; Mr. Walker: 
draws a Detachment out of each Company, of Ten menatd 
after putting them into the beſt Order their Impatience could: 
allow,he Sallies our at the Head of them (with all imaginable- 
Silence) at Ferry-Xey Gate, at four of tlie Clock in the Morn- 
ing. One part of them beat the Enerthies Dragoons from the 
Hedges, while the other poſſeſſes their Trenches. The Diſpure- 
was ſoon over, and the Enemy, th6 a very conſiderable De- 
tachment, are ſo preſſed by the forwardnels of- 61it' Men; and 
diſcouraged at the ſight of ſo many lying in tlitir Blood; thar 
they fled away, and left us the Grouttd we contended for, : 
and ſome Booty, beſides the plunder of the Dead. © 
The Salliers in this Action kill'd Two hundred of heir 
Men, moſt of which were ſhot through the Breaſt 'or Head ; * 
Five hundred. were Wounded, Three hundred of them within 
few days'died of their Wounds , as we were informed by 
| Meſſengers , and the Prifoners we took afterwards. The 
account of the Officers kill'd, or taken Priſoners in this 
AQtion,you will find in the Bill annexed, Our fide loſt Three 
men, and had only Twenty wounded. At this tinie we took 

Five pair of Colours. 
We ſeat a Drummer to deſire the Enemy to (end an Officer 
with 14 Men to bury their Dead,which they did perform very 

negligently, ſcarce covering their Bodies with Earth. 

Aber this performance, the Enemies want of Courage, and 
our want of Horſe. occaſton'd , that ſome Weeks _— 
D ' 
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but-little of Action ,. except Skirmiſhes; ia, which Captain 
Noble was very active and fucceſsful ;, kills ſeveral of their 
Officers, and finds Letters about them that afforded ſome 
Intelligehce , and particularly inſtructed us about the Surren- 
der..of Calmore ; ;but upon what ' Conditjons, and for how 
much Mony,we could not underſtand. 
| ; OurSalhies many times began but with ſmall parties; Capt. 
Nolle,and ſometimes other Officers, when they ſaw the Enemy 
make arapproach, wou'd run out with about Ten or Twelve 
men at their Heels,and Skirmiſh'd a, while with them : When 
the Beſicged ſawthem Engaged, and in any danger,they iſſued 
out in greater numbers to. their Relief, and always came off 
with great Execution on the Enemy ,” and with very little loſs 
ro themſelves: - | 

In all theſe Sallies we loſt none of any Note , but Licute- 
nant Doug/as and Captain Cuningham, whom the Enemy took 
Priſoner, and after Quarter given, baſely Murdred. They 
did not want being reproach'd with ſo ſignal an Inſtance of 
their Cruelty and breach of Faith,ncither did they want Impu- 
dence' to deny it by the addition of many bloody Oaths 
and Proteſtatians ; it was too evident by the Teſtimony 
of their own Officers and Souldiers , that were afterwards 
our Priſoners. | But this ſort of proceeding was very uſual 
with them, and agreeable to an account we had of their 
obligation by Oath and Reſolutions, not .to keep Faith wich 
us, and to break whatever Articles were given us : Which 
2 Priſoner with us, (troubled in Conſcience, that he had 
engaged himſelf with ſo wicked and pertidious Men ) dif: 
eover'd to us. 

- We wereconvinced of the Truth of it by ſome Examples 
they gave us after this: When they hung out a White Flag 
$0 inyite us' to/a, Treaty ;i Mr. Walker ventur'd out, co come 
within hearing.of my Lord Lowthand Colonel 0 Neale, and 
in his paſſage had an hundred Shot fired at him; he got the 
| theker of a Houſe , and, upbraiding. them with this Trea- 
chery, bid them! order their Mcn to be quict or, he wou'd 

| | order 
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order all the Guns' on the Walls to fire at them ; They 
deny'd they knew any thing of it: And this Was all 
the farisfattion to be expected from perſons of ſuch a 
Principle. At another time the Enemy deſired one Wh#e 
might have leave to come tothem ; the Beſieged ſent him 1n 
a little Boat, with two Men, upon Parel, which they broke 
very diſhonourably , keeping both the Men and Boar witk 
them. The loſs of the Boat was conſiderable to us, for the 
Gentlemen thar left us took all our Boats,and left them to the 
Sea and Wind, and this was the only Boat we had remaining. 

'The Enemy remove their Main Body from St. John/towy, 
and pitch their Tents upon Bely »gry-Z7;4 , about rwo Miles 
diſtant from Derry $.S.W.. They place Guards on all ſides'of 
the Town, ſo that the Beſteged found it impoſlible to receive 
or convey any Intelligence , and great difhiculry to come to 
the Wells for Water, which they often Fought for , and coſt 
ſome of them | their Blood. One Gentleman had: a Bottle 
broke at his Mouth by a Shot ; yer the Water of the Town 
was {o muddy and troubled with our continual-Firing, and 
ſo many going to it,that we were forced to run thoſe hazards. 

June 4. The Beſiegers make an Attack at the; Wind-MiZ 
Works, with a Body of Foot and Horſe ; the Horle they divi- 
ded into three Squadrons,and Aſſaulted us at the Rivers ſide, 
it being Low water; the Feot Attack the reſt of our Line. 
The Front of the: Horſe was compoſed. of Gentlemen that 
had bound themſelves by an Oath, that they wou'd mount 
our Line; they were Commanded by Captain Butler, ſecond 
Son to my Lord Montgarret. Our Men place themſelves 
within our Line in three Ranks, {o advantageouſly that one 
Rank was always ready to march up and. relieve the other, 
and diſcharge ſucceſſively upon the Enemy , which (tho 'is 
ſtrange howthey could think otherwiſe) was great ſurprize 
and aſtoniſhment to them; for they ir ſeems expe ed we ſhould 
make but one ſingleVolley and then they cou'd fall.in upon us. 


Their Foot had Fagots laid before them for. a defence avainſk 
our Shot ; they and the Horſe began with a loud #uzza, which

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was ſeconded from all parts of their Camp with moſt dreadful 
ſhricks and __ of a numerous Rabble that attended theE- 
nemy. The Fagor: Men are norable to ſtand before our Shor, bur 
are forced toquir their New defence and Run for it: Capr.Burler 
rops aur work, which was bura dry Bank of 7 foot high at the 
Water fide,and thirty of his Sworn party of Horſe follow him. 
OurMenwondred to find they had ſpent ſo mang/Shot,and that 
nane'ot them Fell: Bur Capt.Croote obſerved they had Armour 
on,and then.commanded to Fire at their Horſes, which turn'd to 
fo god account. that byr three of theſe bold Men with much 
difficylry made. their Eſcape. We wonder'd the Foot did nor 
(according to Cuſtom) run faſter, till we rook Hotice that in 
their Retrear they took the Dead on their backs , and fo pre: 
{erv#their own Bodies from the remainder of our Shot, which 
was more Service than they did when aliye. . . 

The Enemy in this Aion, loſt 400 of their Fighting Men, 
molt of their Officefs were kill'd , Captain Butler was taken 
Priſoner,and level ethers, which are mentioned in the Liſt, 
We loſt on our ſide fix private Men, and one Captain Maxwe/7; 
two of the Men were kilfd by a Shot of a great Gun fromthe 
other ſide rhs Water,oppoſit to the Wind-MiZ Works. | 

This Night the Encmy from Srro»g-Orchard play their Bombs 
which were 273 * aye weight apicce, and contained ſeveral 
pounds of Powder in the Shell; they plowed up our Streets, 
and broke down our Houfes, ſo that there was no paſſing the 
Streets nor ſtaying within Doors, but all flock ro the Walls, 
and the” Remoteſt parts of the Town, where. we con- 
tinyed very fafe, while-many of our ſick were killed bein 
not able to leave their Houſes : They plied the Beſieged fo 
clole with great Guns in the Day time, and Bombs in the 
Night, and ſomtimes in the Day, that they could nor. enjoy 
theircreſt, but were hurry'd from piace to place, and tyer . 
into faintneſs and diſcaſes, which deſtroay'd many. of rhe Gari- 
fon, which was reduced ro. 6185 men. the 15 of this Month; 
theſe Bombs were ſome advantage to us, on one. account, for, 
being under great want of Fucl, they fupply%d T—_ 
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ly fromthe Houſes they threw down,. and the. Timber they 
broke for us. 

Fane 7. Three Ships came upto Xillmore Fer?, and fired at 
the Caſtle, and attempted coming up the River ; bur one of 
them unfortanately run aground, and lay ſome: time at the 
Mercy of the Encmies Shot, and fo much on her fide, ſhe 
could nor make any return; but at length with ſome 
pleaſure we ſaw her get off and,as we belicyed ,without much 
loſs or damage. 

June 15.We diſcovercd aFleet of 3oSail of Ships in:the. Zough, 
which we believed came- from Exg/and; for. our relict, but we 
could not propoſe any. method toger intelligence from:them, 
and-we did: fear it- was impoſſible they: could get to us; and 
the Enemy now begin to. watch us more narrowly. They raiſe 
Batteries. oppoſite to. the Ships,. and line both. ſides: of the 
River - with: great numbers of Fire: Jacks: They, draw down 
their Guns: to Charles: Fort, a place of: ſome ſtrength upon rhe 
Narrow part - of the-Riyer,. where the: Ships were to. paſs; 
here they contrived.ro place a Boom: of Timber, joyncd.by 
Iron Chains, and fortified by a: Cable of 12. Inches thick 
twiſted round: it; They. made this Boom: firſt: of Oak, bur 
that could npt float, and was ſoorbroke by the force. of the 
water: Then they made one of Firr-beams which anſwered thcir 
purpoſe better; it was faſtned at one end through the Arch of 
2 Bridg, at the other-by 'a.piece- of: Timber forced into the 
ground and.fortified with a piece. of ſtone work. This account, .. 
2s we had-it-from- the Priſoners, did much trouble us, 
and ſcarce left us any: hopes; We made ſeveral ſigns to the 
Ships from the. Steeple, and they to us: from their. Ships, but 
with yery litrle information to cither. Ar laſt a Meſſenger got 
to us, one Roch, from Major General Xirk, who got to the + 
Water-ſide over-againſt us, and then ſwam croſs. the River ; : - 
he gave us. an account of- the Ships, Men, Proviſion and 
Arms in them for our relief; the great concern of. the Major: -. 
General for us, and his care and deſire to: get with his: Ships _ .. 
up to'the Town, He: ſent another” Meiſe nger —— th 2.

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this, one Crumy a Scotch man, to give us this account;and ro 
know the Condition of our Gariſon, 'but he was taken pri- 
ſoner -: There was ſoon an underſtanding between him and 
the Enemy, he is inſtructed to frame a Meſſage much dif- 
fering from the other; they hang out a white Flag, invitc- 
ing us to a' parlee; they tell us we-are 'under great miſtakes 
about the Major General, and-our expeRarion of relicf from 
England, that they wete. all there in confuſion, and that we 
might have leave to infotm our ſelyes further from the Meſ- 
ſenger they had taken,cirher in private or publick:We ſent ſome 
ro that purpoſe,” but they ſoon-diſcovered the cheat, and ro: 
turned ro us with other particular accounts of his Treachery. 

We received- further intelligence in July by a little Boy, 
that 'with great Ingenuity made two diſpatches ro us from 
the Major. General at-/xch. One Letter he brought ty'd in 
;his Girrer, another-at his ſecond coming within a Cloth Bur- 
ron. © We ſent our firſt anſwer made up within a piece of a 
:Bladder, in the-ſhape of a Suppoſitor, and the ſame way ap- 
plied to the Boy ; Our ſecond Anſiyer he carry'd within the 
Folding of his Breeches, and falling among the Enemy, for fear 
of'a difcoyery he fwallowed:the Letter, and after ſome ſhort 
confinement and endeavour to extort ſome thing from him, he 
made his eſcape again to the Major General.

But.to return to our Story, the Beſieged ſend many a 
longing look towards the Ships, their Allowance being; very 
ſmall, . as you may ſce by the Account of Allowances our of + ., 
the Store: They build a Boat of ' 8 Oars a: ſide, and Man ic. 
well, with intent to make to the Fleer, and giye the Major 
General an account of the ſad Condition we were in; they. 
ſet out with the beſt of our Wiſhes and Prayers but were-forced 
to return,it being impoſſible they could indure the Showers of 
Shot that were poured in upon them fromeach ſide the River.. 

June 18. Captain Noble went up the River, and took twen- 

ty Menalong with him, with a deſign to Rob the Fiſh-Houſe, 
bur was prevented by Alarum. fram the. Enemies Boats ; 
however he Engaged them, killed a Lieutenant,one Enſign,and 
five private Men, took fourteen Priſoners and both their Boats. 
The Boats we offer'd to return, and to give the beſt Priſoner 
we had, for leave to ſend a_ Meſſenger to the Ships ; but we 
could not prevail : We had agreed for .five Hundred pound 
for L.Col.. T.:/bot's Ranſom, (commonly called Wicked W:7') 
we-prefcrid- him his: liberty, and to remit the Mony on the 
ſame ſcore, but we could not-obtain this favour upon any 
Terms: Soon.after the Lieutenant Col.died of his Wounds,and 
we loſt the benefit of our bargain; Tho' we took all Imaginable g 
care to keep him alive, permitted him his Chicurgeon and 


Dict from the Enemy, at times agreed on, Fayours that. we 
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allow'd all thePriſoners;when we were ſtarving our ſelyes, which 
we did not put any great value on, but that the Enemy ſo ill . 
deſerv'd them. Atrhis time Governor Baker is very dangerouſly 
ill, andCol.Miche/burnis chofen and appointed toaſſiſtGovernor 
Walker that when oneComanded jmnSallies the other might rake 
care of the Town; and if one ſhou'd fall theTown'might not be 
left wichout a Government, and to the hazard of newEleCtions.

- having devoted our Lives to the detence of our City,our Re- 
ligion; and the Intereſt of King WiJiamand Queen Mary. 

. For fear any one ſhould contrive Surrendring the Town,or 
-- move it to the Garriſon, the Governour made an Order, That 
-. noſuch thing ſhould be mention'd upon pain of Death. 
Every day ſome or other Deftrted the Garriſon,ſo that the 
- Enemy receiv'd conſtant Intelligence of our proceedings. This 
gave ſome trouble and made us remove our Ammunition very 
ofren,and contrive many other Amuſements. Our 7rm Bal is - 
now all ſpent,and inſtead of themwe make Bal's of Brick,caſt 
over with Lead, to the weight and frze of our Zrou-B2Z. The 
Gunners did not pretend to be grear Artiſts, yer they were 
very induſtrious and ſcaree ſpent a Shot withour.doing ſome 
remarkable Execution. |

to- be negligent in our Poſts and negle& keeping good Guards, 
By the Contrivance of out Govetnout and Colonel Michelbury, 
and the direQtions* and care of Captain Showberg, or rather 
beirig inſtructed by the Working ,.. Motions and Example of 
the Enemy, as well as we could ob(erye them; We Counter- 
mine the Enemy before'the Butchers Gate, the Governour cqn- 
rrives'a Blind to preferve our Work, from the Enemies Battery.

Our Garriſon now conſiſted of 5709 Men,and to 
kfſersour number yer more, we crowded 500 of our uſeleſs 
Pcople among theProteſtants under theWalls, who paſs'd undiſ- 
cover'd with them,th6 the Enemy ſuſpected the deſign; and to 
diſtinguiſh them, they prerended of finding them out by the

dreaded nothing more-than our piry of them, and willingneſs. 
to receive them z begging of us on their knees,not to take them

The Govyernotrr bas ſeveral Intimations given him by # Fientl 
in theEnemics Camp, That he ſhould look to himſelf,that ſome 
miſchief was intended him. Soon after this he underſtood 
ſome Jealouſy was eritertain'd among the Souldiers , That he 
had great quantity of Proviſions hid in his Houſe: Some af the 
Garriſon improv'd this to that degree, that there was great dan- 
ger of a Mutiny among the Men, and that he then began to re- 
member the Caution was given ; bur by his Inſtructions to a 
Souldier,that was to pretend,he himſelf had the ſameSuſpicion;

Soldiers,and Inbabitants of the City of Loxdon-Derry, 
that in caſe they do not betwixt this and Mwnday next, at 
Six of the Clock in the Afternoon, being the firſt. of July 
in the Year of our Lord 168g. agree to furrender the faid 
place” of London-Derry unto the King upon ſach Conditi- 
ons as may be granted them according to the Inſtructions 
and Power Lieutenant General Hamilto: formerly received 
from the King 3 that he will forthwith iſſie- out his Orders 
from the Barony: of Inriſhewer, and the Sea-coſts round - 
about, as far as Charlewont, for the gathering together of 
thoſe of their Faftion, whether protefted or not, and cauſe 
them immediately to be brought to the Walls of London- 
Derry, where-it ſhall be lawful for thoſe that are in the 
Town ( in caſe they have any pity of them ) to open the 
Gates and receive them into. the Town, otherwiſe they will 
be forced to ſee their Friends and neareſt Relations al 
ſtarved for want of Fogd, he having reſolved not to leave 
one of -them at home, nor any thing to maintain them: 
And that all hopes of Succor may be taken away, by the 
Landing of any Troops in theſe Parts from England, he 
farther declares, That in caſe they refuſe to ſabmit, he will 
forthwith cauſe all the ſaid Country-to be immediately de- 

ftroyed, that if any Succors ſhould be hereafter ſent them 
from Eng/ard,they may periſh with them for want of Food;

cour 3 and that all Conditions and Parlies is left to the faid 
Lieutenant General Hamilton: That as to what Articles ſhall 
be agreed on, they may may ſee ' by the Kings Warrant he 
has Fall Power tg confirm them : Notwithſtanding, if they 
do not think this ſuthcient, he will give what other reaſon- 
able Security they can demand. As to the Engliſh Landing, 
ſuch as had Commiſſions from the Prince of Orange, need 
not be apprehenſive, ſince it will be the Kings Intereſt to 
take as much care of his Proteſtant Subje&s, as of any 
other, he making no diſtinction of Religion. 

IV. As to what concertis the Imnesklliz People, they 
ſhall have the ſame Terms as thoſe of Derry, on their Sub- 
miſſion, the King being willing to ſhew Mercy to all his 
Subjeds, and quiet his Kingdoms. 

V. That the Lieutenant General deſires no better, than 
having it communicated to all the Garriſon ; * he being 
willing to employ ſuch as will freely ſwear to ſerve his Ma-
